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REPORT 


The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  their 
Annual  Report  for  1927,  together  with  the  Accounts,  which 
have  been  duly  audited  by  the  Hon.  Auditors,  Messrs. 
Cooper  &  Cooper,  to  whom  they  tender  their  best  thanks. 

This  has  been  the  first  complete  year  of  working  the 
fully  equipped  and  enlarged  Hospital  of  15  beds,  which 
we  were  able  to  reconstruct  in  1926  owing  to  the  generosity 
of  numerous  subscribers,  donors  and  helpers,  and  loans  of 
money  free  of  interest  by  several  local  factories. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  in  the  year  was  203, 
and  197  cases  were  treated  to  completion.  The  average 
period  of  treatment  was  13-8  days  and  the  expense  for  each 
patient  £3  8s.  6d.  per  week. 

Six  major  and  26  minor  operations  were  performed,  as 
well  as  47  for  tonsils  and  adenoids.
